NOTIFICATION 


• New Delhi, the 3rd July, 2007 

d.S.R. 460(E).— In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (f) of sub-section (3) pf Section 9 of the Salary, 
Allowances and Pension of Members of Parliament Act, 1954 (30 of 1954), the Joint Commijttee constituted under sub¬ 
section^, 1) of the said section, after consultation with the Central Government, hereby makes tl}e following rules further to 
amend the Members of Parliament (Office Expense Allowance) Rules, 1988, the same having bejen approved and confirmed 
by the Chairman of the Council of States and the Speaker of the House of the People, as requiijed under sub-section (4) of 
the said section, namely ; — 

■ 1.(1) These rules may be called the Members of Parliament (Office Expense Allowance Amendment Rules, 2007. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force with effect from the 12th December, 2006. 

: 2. In the Members of Parliament (Office Expense Allowance) Rules, 1988, in rule 3, for clause <b), the following 
shall be substituted, namely ;— 

“(b) rupees two thousand should be for meeting expenses on franking of letters, apd Lok Sabha/Rajya Sabha 
Secretariat may pay up to fourteen thousand rupees to the person(s) as may be engaged by a Member for 
obtaining secretarial assistance and one such person shall be a computer literate dul y certified by the Member.”

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 


The Joint Committee on Salaries and Allowances of Members of Parliament recommended that a member may be 
allowejd to engage any number of persons either in Delhi or in his constituency for obtaining Secretarial assistance within 
the tot^l monetary ceiling of Rs. 14,000 per month and out of them at least one person should te computer literate and the 
certification by the Member about the computer literacy of such person would suffice. Several Members of Parliament have 
stated jthat they are already engaging more than one person in Delhi for secretarial assistance under the then prevalent 
Rules And hence the above-proposed modifications should be effective from 12-12-2006. 

The matter have been examined by the Government and it has been decided that since there is no additional 
financial implication and the proposed amendments are more in the nature of providing flexibility, these amendments could 
be made effective from 12th December, 2006, the date of issue of earlier Notification in this regird. Further, nobody is likely 
to be adversely affected by the issue of amending rules and giving the same retrospective effect. 
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
